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Tewksbury man arraigned in 
connection with Sullivan murder

Neil Cluff was arraigned Wed- 
nesday morning in Middlesex Su- 
perior Court in Cambridge on one 
count of perjury in connection 
with the murder of 17-year-old 
Amy “Brandi” Sullivan of Tewks- 
bury. Sullivan's body was discov- 
ered bludgeoned to death in Wil- 
mington on Aug. 7. 

Cluff, 36, of 54 Michigan Rd., 
Tewksbury, was ordered held on 
$1,000 bail. A pretrial confer- 
ence is scheduled’ for-Sept. 23, 
with actual trial “months and 
months and months away, 
ding to Jill Reilly, a spokeswoman 
for the Massachusetts District 
Attorney's Office. 

Before a Middlesex County 
Grand Jury in Lowell on Aug. 16, 
Cluff testified that the last time he 
had seen Sullivan was during the 
month of June and that he never 
saw, nor did he drive Sullivan 
anywhere in his van, according to 
a brief summary of evidence com- 
piled by istant District Attor- 
ney James E. Tamagini Jr., who is 
prosecuting the case against Cluff. 

The summary is not intended as 
a defi e or complete statement 
of the facts in this case, but was 
submitted by Tamagini “so as to 
assist the court 

Tamagini states that on Aug. 20, 
Officer Richard Hallion of the 
Chelmsford Police Department 
testified before the same grand 
jury Cluff did that while on patrol 
at the Chelmsford Mall “[(Hallion) 
observed a van registered to 
{Cluff] illegally parked in a fire 
lane. [Hallion] approached and 
asked the female sitting in the 
passenger seat to move the van to 
which she responded she could not 
because she didn’t have a driver's 
license.” 

The female passenger allegedly 


identified herself as Amy Sullivan 
to Hallion. When Hallion return- 
ed to his cruiser, he told the grand 
jury, Cluff emerged from the mall 
and entered the van, according to 
Tamagini, who said Hallion warn- 
ed Cluff not to park in the fire 
lane before allowing him to leave 
Tamagini further states that 
State Trooper Owen Boyle testi- 
fied before that same grand jury 
that he intérviewed Cluff on Aug.

16. When confronted with the

With an eye on controlling 
possible “adult entertainment” in 
town, the Wilmington Planning 
Board began Tuesday night to dis- 
cuss the creation of a zoning by- 
law that would stipulate where 
such businesses could locate. 

“The only way the town can 
regulate [adult entertainment] is to 
establish certain areas in town 
where these businesses would be 
allowed,” said Planning Director 
Lynn Duncan, who made it clear 
to the board that First Amendment 
rights protect adult oriented bus- 
inesses. 

Duncan said at present, any 
adult business could set up shop in 
town. No prospect for such a 
business has as yet presented itself. 

And while Duncan, members of 
the planning board and Police 
Chief Bobby Stewart - who sat in 
on the meeting to offer legal ex- 
pertise and advice - all said they 
hope the town never has to face 
the prospect, if it does, the addi- 
tion of an adult entertainment 
zoning by-law will help the town 
more effectively deal with the 
situation. 

At this preliminary stage, the 
board acted as if the possibility of 
adult entertainment businesses 
coming to Wilmington were 
strong. While there is no real 
way to know just what those pos- 
sibilities are, those types of busi- 
nesses moving into town is the 
situation the board is preparing 
for 


Zeneca continues 
investigation

A preliminary investigation by 
Zeneca Resins, Inc. into the chem- 
ical vapor release at the Main 
Street company last weekend is 
continuing, with a report due for 
a community advisory panel meet- 
ing to be held either Sept. 10 or 
Sept. 11. 

Zeneca officials addressed 
around 35 angry and frustrated 
residents last Tuesday at Town 
Hall, releasing “preliminary” in- 
formation regarding the vapor re- 
lease at that time. 

Zeneca General Manager Liz 
Armstrong said last week that the 
investigation, begun last Wednes- 
day, would produce a more accur- 
ate chronology of events than was 
available immediately following 
the accident. That chronology 
was supposed to be complete “in a 
few days,” but Wednesday, Arm- 
strong said the company would 
wait until its September meeting 
with residents to release any new 
information. 


The date of that meeting is un- 
certain because Zeneca, which 
originally had the meeting planned 
for Sept. 11, is now trying to ac- 
commodate the work schedules of 
some residents. 

In addition to the chronology, 
Armstrong said the issue of com- 
munication between the company 
and its residential neighbors will 
be addressed. Armstrong said 
officials of the Zeneca have main- 
tained a presence in the nearby 
neighborhood - the development 
off of Woburn Street comprised 
mainly of Brentwood and Morse 
avenues - talking to residents there 
on a one-to-one basis. 

“We're making sure we con- 
tinue to listen to neighbors con- 
cerns,” Armstrong said. 

The accident is believed to have 
occurred sometime around 8:00 
p.m. last Saturday (Aug. 17) when 
barrels containing several chemi- 
cals were emitted vapors, causing 
strong odors in the residential 
area and discomfort of varying 
degrees to the people living there. 
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Planning board eyes 
“adult entertainment” 


As such, the board, Duncan, and 
Stewart weighed options, includ- 
ing limiting an “adult entertain- 
ment zoning district” to one small 
area of town, one large area, or 
ral small areas. Stewart said 
that while a single area would 
likely compound problems asso- 
ciated with adult-oriented busines- 
ses, it would also be easiest to pa- 
trol. The crux of that issue is thus 
revealed: would the town rather 
have multiple locations for such 
businesses, or risk the develop- 
ment of a mini Combat Zone? 

The board also looked at the 
regulation of adult-oriented busi- 
nesses once established. A total 
ban being in violation of. First 
Amendment rights, a n.unicipality 
may still regulate such businesses 
if those regulations are “designed 
to prevent crime, protect the city’s 
retail trade, maintain property 
values, and generally protect and 
preserve the quality of the city's 
neighborhoods, commercial dis- 
tricts, and the quality of urban 
life,” according to a report fur- 
nished by Duncan to the board cit- 
ing the 1986 U.S. Supreme Court 
ruling in the case of City of Ren- 
ton, et al v. Playtime Theaters, 
Inc., et al. 

Duncan argues in her report 
that “Given the findings from the 
experience or studies of other 
municipalities ... it is clear that 
these uses have adverse secondary 
effects, including: increased 
crime, adverse impacts on public 
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health, negative impact on retail 
business climate, and declining 
commercial and residential prop- 
erty values. Duncan cites studies 
on the matter ema ng from 14 
cities across the U.S. and con- 
ducted by such agencies as police 
departments, planning boards and 
city councils. 

A by-law, Duncan said, would 
“give the town the ability to mini- 
mize secondary impacts by con 
trolling where these businesses 
would be allowed.” 

Stewart, offering his profes- 
sional impressions of areas in this 
state featuring adult-oriented busi- 
me to much the same 
ion. He said such a busi- 
ness “attracts a different clientele” 
than other businesses. He cited 
problems ranging from increased 
theft and drug abuse to prostitu- 
tion and general “lewd and las- 
civious” behavior. Stewart favors 
the implementation of a new by- 
law. 

“We certainly need to look at 
this, follow the lead of communi- 
ties around us who have estab- 
lished a zone to protect the quality 
of life around them,” he said. 

Duncan said that the planning 
board will revisit the issue in 
more depth at a later time, and 
perhaps at a special meeting of the 
board. The final goal of the 
planning board is an adult enter- 
tainment by-law. That by-law 
would be presented to voters at 
the Special Town Meeting slated 
for Oct. 28

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Granting wishes, breaking down walls - one person at a time |

One person wanted a hot air 
balloon ride, another a ride on an 
airplane and a third wished to feel 
the rush of a snowmobile trek. 
Others have wanted fried shrimp, 
homemade donuts and mint juleps. 
Not earth-shattering requests, but 
for residents of Wilmington 
Woods Nursing Home, these were 
special wishes - and they have all 
come true. 

In a little more than @ year, 
Wilmington Woods has made 20 
such requests realities through its 
“I Have a Wish” program. And 
when all residents have had a wish 
granted, it will start over again. 

The most recent of the wish 
recipients is 90-year-old Mary 
Doherty, who wanted simply to 
see her bedridden older sister 
Nora. 

“It’s a.-wonderful idea,” Activi- 
ties Director Nancy Kelley said of 
the program. “They will take the 
littlest wishes and turn them into 
an event so all the other residents 
can share in the wish.” 

And while Doherty’s wish was 
not something the rest of the resi- 
dents could readily be a part of, 
that is the case for most. When 
one resident wanted to taste those 
homemade donuts, staff and resi- 
dents alike had a cooking event, 


with fresh, homemade pastries for 
everyone. And when the snow- 
mobile ride came to pass for 
another happy resident, all his 
friends and neighbors at Wilming- 
ton Woods were invited to hop on 
as well. 

“A lot of people think all’s quiet 
in the nursing home,” Kelley said. 
“But there's a lot of events that go 
on through this program.” 

Wilmington Woods administra- 
tor Mark Latham sees the pro- 
gram as a perfect vay to keep the 
residents active and stimulated 
while remaining a part of the lar- 
ger community. In an age when 
seniors often enter nursing homes 
for short periods of time before 
returning home, the program 
allows nursing home residents to 
feel like they are still a viable part 
of the world: gone are the days 
when elders are tossed into nurs- 
ing homes to be forgotten, and to 
forget. 

“The program allows us to min- 
imize the institutional feel and fo- 
cus on individual programming,” 
Latham said. “These people are 
still active, viable, voting citizens. 
We want to break down the wall 
between the community and the 
nursing home setting.” 

That wall was smashed last 


Monday when Doherty, who with 
the help of a walker does pretty 
good on two feet, was helped into 
a van en route to Malden, where 
her 92-year-old sister Nora Kil- 
roy lives. 

The two sisters were born in 
Ireland and made their way to this 
country, Nora first, followed by 
the rest of the family, including 
Mary, in the 1920s. The sisters 
remained close, and Mary, who 
married but never had children, 
lived with Nora for a time in the 
old two-family house in Malden 
that is her wished for destination. 
Mary has a niece who lives in 
Wilmington. 

On this day, Mary is apprehen- 
sive on the quick ride up 1-93 
from Wilmington to Malden. She 
holds a small box bearing a cross, 
a gift for her religious sister and 
asks more than once when she will 
get there. Kelley and Activities 
Assistant Helene Zuccaro, who is 
driving the van, reassure Mary. 
She has not seen her sister in two 
years. 

Four long, wide wooden steps 
guard the front of the Kilroy 
home, with another 14 narrow 
steps winding up to the second 
floor. It is not an easy trip, 
especially for a nonagenarian who 
has some trouble walking. But

Ipswich River low - task force 
urges restricted water use 


Despite recent showers, flows in 
the Ipswich River are so low that 
fish and other river life are in 
danger, according to the Water 
Supply Task Force, which has 
been evaluating the river since last 
winter. 

The Task Force is issuing this 
advisory to request that the public 
restrict water use to essential 
needs. 

The flows now occurring in the 
Ipswich are well below those 
needed to sustain a healthy river 
ecosystem, and are in the range 
where significant environmental 
degradation can occur, according 
to recommendations by the U.S. 
Fish & Wildlife Service and oth- 
ers. Last summer, miles of the 
river ran dry, killing thousands of 


fish and other creatures. 

The low flows result in part 
from water withdrawals by 15 
communities which use the basis 
for public water supply. Even 
communities using wellsjas the 
source of their water have a big 
effect on flows. 

The communities which draw 
water from the Ipswich River 
watershed are Beverly, Burling- 
ton, Danvers, Hamilton, Ipswich, 
Lynn, Lynnfield, Middleton, 
North Reading, Peabody, Reading, 
Salem, Topsfield, Wenham and 
Wilmington. Many private well 
users in Boxford and other towns 
also draw from this river basis. 

“This is a problem which all of 
us can help to solve by using less 
water,” said Kerry Mackin of the
